The Barrett Resolution. 


The Aiecussion which was participated 
$n by Berrett of Stephens, Perry of Hall, 
Hall of Bibb, and Jackson of Jones, 
came up over a resolution introduced by 
Mr. Barrett and Mr. Hardeman, of Jef- 
ferson. This resolution provided that, 
debate on the convict bills be Iimited| 
to four hours, after which the previous | 
question should be called. He asked | 
that the resolution be referred to the} 
rules committee. 

Mr. Hall of Bibb, objected, stating| 
that he thought such reference unneces-/ 
sary. In case it was referred he agp 
the provision for a time limit be taken | 
off and it be left to tne committee. on 
rules to say whether it would be wise to} 
limit debate. Mr. Barrett agreed to 
this, and an amendment was Poe | 
ingly framed by Mr. Dunbar, of Rich- 
mon. 

Mr. Perry, of Hall, insisted that the 
matter could not be adequately treated 
{n four hours. He then went on to dis- 
cuss the convict question, and said the 
people of the state would be disappoint- 
ed if the lease system were continue 4 
day longer than the Iimit of the present 
lease contracts.

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THE “HELLO” AND THE FARM PROBLEM. 


Many and various as have been the suggestions brought out by Mr. 

Roosevelt's appointment of a distinguished commission to study farm condi- 
tions in this country, none as yet presented possess the merit of novelty, or 
‘of stimulating investigation along lines with which the average student of 
‘rural life is not already tolerably familiar. 
The Outlook, of New York. possibly gets farther away than usua} from 
68 beaten track when it advocates the adoption in America of the European 
community-farm method, or clustering together of farm residences, as elim- 
inating many of the objectionable features which, to some minds, make the 
city preferable as an abiding place to the country. “Electric railway exten- 
Sion,” says The Outlook, “now makes these possible. Their establishment 
may partly answer the president's query as to how present isolation may be 
overome.”’ | 

What about the “voice in the box,” or the rura}] telephone as a factor 
age more decisive {n banishing the characteristic isoiation than the electric 
|railway, or even rural free delivery? 

When we put a country home in immediate touch with the neighbors and 
in conversational contact with the world, we have gone a long way toward 
making isolation a thing of the past. 

Rural free delivery is, it is true, indispensable to the final solution of 
the problem, bringing in its train, as it does, good roads and improved fa- 
cilities for traffic and- communication. 

The trolley is likewise a sturdy factor in promoting rapid settlement 
and quick and easy means for transportation of people and products. 

But we cannot expect the trolley to trail rural free delivery and good 
roads with any system or celerity.. It will come, eventually, but its cost 
it too great and the tendency to wait on development itself too pronounced 
to anticipate that it will play an immediate role in the large question of 
dealing with isolation. ; 

Between the links of rural free delivery and the electric line comes the 
telephone, as the logical step in the story of progress and as being in itself 
a proved promoter of conditions favorable to speedy development. 

The first man, pernaps, to brand the suggestion as impractical will be 
the farmer himself. He has heretofore looked on the telephone as excly- 
sively a city luxury, expensive, delicate in operation and requiring heavy 
expenditure for its regular upkeep. 

As a matter of fact, the evolution of the telephone, perhaps the most 
picturesque in the history of American industries, Nas put the ‘voice in a 

box” within surprisingly easy reach of farmers of the most modest means. 
Under systems that have been brought to a remarkable degree of perfection, 
planters living within reach of several miles of each other may cooperate 
in the establishment of independent lines at nominal cost, with the privilege 
of connecting with the great trunk lines that will enable them to commun!l- 
cate with persons in the next county, the next state or sections of the 
country a thousand miles from their own locality. i 

It has been shown, too, that such systems may be installed at an initial 
expense to the individual subscribers at a figure considerably less than the 
value of one bale of cotton, and that maintenance is an item of unexpect- 
edly small proportions. , 

In New England the planters have been quick to realize the tremendous 
social and business advantages rising from the inauguration of such sys- 
tems. That entire section is virtually a network of local rural lines, placing 
their patrons in instantaneous touch with the next-door or the mile-distant 
-néighbor, enabling them to learn in the twinkling of ap eye the market 
pricé of their products, providing a measure of protection. not dreamed of 
in communities not thus equippéd, and playing a most: fnstrumental part in 
the attraction of new settlers and the steady rise of land values. 

In the south, too, the rural telephone is making rapid headway, espe- 
cially in the northern and middle portions of Georgia, With a more general 
understanding of its advantages and the negligible cost at which they may 
be procured, ther@.is little: question.that. 1€ will become a revolutionary 
factor in sonthern farm life, abolishing many of the features the Rovsevelt 
commission is setting itself to study.

Fvery sane man knows our courts are amply 
able to handle ai! the criminals that are bru- 
tally murdered by mobs. No court in Geor- 
gia will allow a white man or a negro to 
escape death who is convicted of criminal as- 
Sault. This being true, there is no demand 
and no place in our civilization for murderoug 
mobs. This’ has been fully demonsirated by 
the action taken by the courts within the 
limit of the fourteen months to which I have 
aiready alluded. 

Just about one year ago Will Price, a negro, 
was convicted of criminal assault tn the 
county of Randolph. There was excitement, 
of course, but the better element got in cone 
trol. Price wag legally tried, convicted and 
legally executed by the sheriff. This negro 
is as completely dead as if he nad been drawn 
and quartered and then his miserable body 
burned to ashes by a mob of a theusand 
murderous men. 

In the county of Henry Buck High was 
charged. with criminal assault. There was 
great excitement, but the better element took 
control end High was imprisoned, legally 
tried, convicted and duly executed by law. 
No man’s hands were drepping with the blood 
of this outlaw, and yet he is as dead as if 
his body had been riddled w'th bullets from 
a thousand guns. Henry county did not need 
any murderoug mob to enforce the law. 

In tht, new county of Turner, Henderson, a 
negro. brutally murdered G. W. May, a great- 
ly respected farmer. There wag great excite- 
ment, but the better element took control, 
the negro was captured, confined in the 
county jail, duly tried, conwicted and legally 
executed. This murder was as fully avenged 
as it could possibly be By the death of the 
criminal. Why gratify. the hellish passion of 
the mob that would torture by the glow burn- 
ing of a human being? 

In the county of Fulton 
tally murdered an officer of the law. He 
was known to be a most dangerous negro, 
but Sheriff Nelms did not need a raging mob 
to deal with his prisoner.- The negro was 
jailed, ably defended. as was his right, sen- 
tenced and legally executed. 

In the county of Douglas a negro was con- 
victed for an assault to rape. He was found 
to be of very low order of mind and he was 
sentenced to ten years in “ne penitentiary, 
to the complete satisfaction of all neernd, 
as there were doubts as to his rea] Intentions. 
A mob would have butchered this negro with- 
out inquiry or Investigation. / . 

In the county of Troup a negro named 
Heard was charged with the murder of Hal 
Brewster. the son of our distinguished citi- 
zen. Hon. FP. H. Brewster. The negro was 
tried, convicted and duly sentenced by the 
court. 

In this same county 
indicted for criminal asenurtt. 
course, great excitement, but the better ele- 
ment took control, as is possible in every 
community tn Georgia. and Cannidy was exe- 
cuted by the sheriff «under the law. 

In Carroll county Wes Summerlin and his 
son Charlie were charged with assassinating 
Hon. Jethro Jones. a prominent planted of 
that section. A special term of the court 
wag called; the negroes were regularly tried, 
convitted and execited. Why should the 
great state of Georgia tolerate and wink at 
the brutality of mobs, when the courts are 
amply able to handie all criminals, however 
degenerate and debased? 

In Gwinnett county Mathew Howell, a ne- 
gro, murdered a Mr. Rainey, an officer of the 
law. Rainey was so popular an officer of the 
law that the people have contributed money 
for the purpose of erecting a2 monument over 
his grave. There was excitement. of course, 
because of the killing @f so respected an offi- 
cer by a hegro, The court appointed three 
lawyers for his defense; he was fairly tried, 
convicted and duly executed. This was a 
case that appealed strongly to the passions of 
the people, but be it said greatly to the credit 
of the community, as should be said of the 
others nanmied, they had respect for the 
Bnajesty of law and the negro was executed 
by law and not by a mob. 

Tt\is unusual to record that from the county 
of Coffee a white man is serving life sen- 
tence for killinf & negro. 

In McIntosh. county Lee Holmes killed Dr. 
Sands. Dr. Sands was a citizen of Tatnall 
Sounty and his friends were greatiy outraged 
over the killing. They gathered in numbers 
for the purpose éf Iynching.the negro. Better 
conditions prevailed and Holmes was rexgular- 
ly tried, sentenced and executed without the 
help of a mob.

“The prison commission shall estab- 
lish a special camp in which all very 
desperate convicts shall be worked, and 
any county or other authority work- 
ing convicts shall from time to time 
transfer to said special camp any and 
all convicts whose deportment ts such, 
in the opinion of such authority, as to 
make it necessary that they be confined 
in such special camp; and that the 
prison commission shall have the au- 
thority to use so much of the funds 
arising from the hire of convicts un- 
der this bill and the profits from the 
atate farm as may be necessary to 
establish and maintain such camp. 

The committee on yesterday agreed 
to all the sections of the Holder bill, 
except section !3 and the new section 
suggested by Mr. Chamblee, which will 
probably be incorporated as. section 14. 

lt was impossible to reach an agree- 
ment on section !3. Some legislators 
wanted the fund in question to be pro 
rated among the counties, while others 
wished it to be held by the state and 
used by the state in working the con- 
victs in the various counties. The sec- 
tion as it now stands provides: 

Section As It Now Stands, 


“That all money derived from the 
hire of convicts after April |, 1909, 
shall be used exclusively as a fund for 
working those convicts not taken by 
the respective counties and worked by 
them. The money shall be pro rated 
among the counties not working con- 
victs in proportion to the number of 
convicts to which each county is en- 
titled. but this money so pro rated to 
said counties shall be used by them 
for paying the expenses of the state 
when the state places convicts in the 
county and works them on the roads 
of such county. The county authori- 
ties shall select the road or roads to 
be thus worked by the state. The 
amount of work done in any county 
by the state may be increased beyond 
the amount which can be done through 
the actual money to the credit of such 
county from the work of the convicts 
above described by a direct appropria- 
tion on the part of the county from its 
own funds to increase the amount of 
sala work.” 

There was extensive debate as to 
whether this would be an advantage to 
the smaller counties. One legislator 
was unkind enough to suggest that what 
one county wanted was the convicts 
for uSe on their public roads, and also 
the proceeds of their hire as though 
they had been leased out to private 
contracters.
